It is inevitable that emotional considerations 
should enter' into discussions of what the govern- 
ment's policy should be in providing veterans with 
hospitalization and medical care without charge.

At the same' time, it would be destructive of 
the true interests of all concerned to try to avoid 
the fact that there is a problem here, and a serious 
one. That problem is what to do in the case of 
veterans whose disabilities are not service-connected, 
andtwho are able to pay for medical attention. 

America the magazine of the Jesuit order, re- 
cently devoted an editorial to this. It pointed out 
that medical authorities fear that socialized medi- 
cine may enter this country "through the back door 
of the Veterans' Administration." Then It said: 
Present veteran population Is about 20,000,000 and 
growing at the rate, of 1,000,000 a year. More than 
5500,000,000 was- spent an veterans' , medical care 
last year, of which only $178,000,000 went for the core 
of service-connected disabilities. Besides all this 
there is another big objection to the present law. The 
General Accounting Office, checking a test sample 
of 350 patients recently discharged from VA hospi- 
tals, found incomes ranging from $4,000 to $50,000. 
Twenty-five of these veterans had real property and 
other assets of from $20,000 to $500,000. Yet all had 
presumably sworn that they were unable to defray 
expenses." 

In fairness to the veteran whose ills stemmed 
from his service, to say nothing of the taxpayers, 
such flagrant abuses should be stopped,
